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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
teaches either alone or in combination a handwritten input user interface (HIUI) for a 
portable device having a touch-enabled input screen with a predetermined area thereof, 
said HIUI comprising: 

a handwriting input area residing in a predetermined portion of a touch-enabled 
input screen, handwritten text being entered using a stylus; 

an input/display scrolling window in said handwriting input area, written entries 
being scrolled such that writing space is continuously available within said handwriting 
input area; and 

a display area operable to display recognized text in a text recognition mode and 
handwritten input as digital ink, corresponding to the handwritten input entered in the 
handwriting input area without the requirement of converting said handwritten input to 
text using a recognition element, in an ink only mode. 

2. The available prior art fails to teach either alone or in combination in addition to 
the above cited limitations "wherein a word separator is displayed in the handwritten 
input area to the right of words being entered, entries to the right of the word separator 
indicating start of a next word" as recited in independent claim 9 and "wherein shifting 
displayed digital ink strokes includes displaying a word separator indicating a point on 
the written-entry screen area designating demarcation between continuation of a current 
word and initiation of a next word", as recited in independent claim 21 ..
